BL 1S PASSED THE HOUSE

Aleasure Provides Penalties by the
| [Federal Government For Vie-
' lence by Mobs.

.

| Washingten. — The Dyer antidynche
ing bill, providing penalties by the
foderal government for mob action,
was reported favorably with amend-
ments by the senate judiclary com-
mittes, by a vote of 8 to 6.

Benators Ashurst, democrat, Ari-
sooa, and Norris, republican, Nebras-
ka, did not vots. '

The vote ended a long committee
fight over the bill, which was passed
last January by the house and which
has been urged by negro and other
organizations, Opponents of the
feasure have declared it an unconsti-
tutional interference with atate rights.

Comparatively few changes were
made in the original house bill and
these were sald to be designed to meet
the constitutional objections.

A sub-committes of the senate com-

mittes rocently recommended defeat
of the bill on the ground that it vio-
Iated the constitution. Some senators
voting for a favorssble report were sald
to hold doubts regarding its constitu-
tionality but thought the bill should
be snacted and put up to the supreme
oourt,

The bill declares that If states fall,
neglect or refuse to maintain protec-
tion of life, they shall be deemed to
have denied the constitutional guaran-
tees and the federal authorities will
have power to act by Indictment of
sate officers or members of a mob
and trial in the federal courts.

The measure requires “reasonable”
effort by state officers to malntain or-
der and protect prisoners and thelr
fallure would subject them to im-
prisonment for five years and a fine of
$5,000, Members of mobg which a
prisoner is put to death would be sub-
joct to conviction for conspiraey with
imprisonment- for five years to life
provided. '

Countles In which fatal mob disor
ders occur would be liable to the
fawlly of the victim under a forfeit of
$10,000.

Amendments adopted by the senate
committes require that fallure to the
#tate officery to protect mob victims
must be charged In the federal indict-
ment and proven to the satisfaction
of the federal trial court. ,

The bill has had an unusually bad
course in the senate committes after
a stormy birth im the house, After ly-
ing in the judiciary committee without
action for several months, Benator
Lodge, of Massachusetts, republican
leader, and other republicans started
the movement for disposition by the
committes which culminated n a fav-
orabls vote. Republican leaders were
doubtful, however, whether senate

IRREGULARS DESPITE BY
BOMBARDMENT.

GREAT BRITAIN 15 NOT IN IT

8mall Artillery Trench Mortars and
Machine Guns Were Employed
By Attacking Forces.

Dublin. — Michael Collins, head of
the Irish Free State government took
active measures against the muf:llun
insurgents under Rory O'Conpor in
their stronghold in the center of Dub-
lin, Four Courts. Anm ultlmatum for
thg surrender of the insurgents was
Ignored and at the expiration of s
brief time limit Free State troops ia
armared cars and motor lorries be-
gan & movement against the insurg-
ents which was met with an immediate
fusilade from the building.

From dawn until night there were
heavy exchanges, although at inter
vals the firing ceased. Small artillery
trench motors and machine guns
were employed by the attacking
forces, but the irregulars confined
themselvge largely to machine gun
and rifie' fire. No attempt was made
to carry Four Courts by assault, but
one of the walls of the bullding was
breached at various places. t

The casusalttées are fow in propor-

tion to the nature of the fighting, and
they consist for the moat part of civil-
lans caught fu the line of fire. So far
a8 {8 known seven were killed and a
soore more less seriously wounded.
This does not Include any casualties
that may have been suffered by the i~
regulars, these being imposeible to as-
certain.
" “Leps than one thousand Free State
troops are engaged in the present op-
erations and It |s known that the ir
regulare number several hundred.

The Irish labor party is reported to
disapprove of the action of the pro-
vielonal government in attacking the
bullding, but the provisional govern-
ment, once it decided to suppress the
revolt of the Irregulars, acted Imme-
diately and took efficlentiy all the us-
ual war measures. It Is handling the
gituation entirely alone, without any
assistance from British troops who
are still in garrison in Dublin.

A feature of the operations was
that even within a short distance of
the acena of the fighting business pro-
ceeded normally and though In the
afternocon there was some slackening
of the traffic in the streets, a visitor
might have noticed nothing unusual
beyond the sound of artillery ard the
rattle of rifle fire at intervals, often
in unexpected places,

FORTY SEIZED IN MEXICO

TAKEN A8 SECURITY FOR RAN-
S§OM OF 15,000 PESOS, SAYS
THE REPORT,

Incident at Tampico Follows Belzure
of Bruce Bieclaskli Who S8till
is Captive.

Washington. — Solzure of 40 Ameri-
can employes of the Cortese Oll com-
pany al Tamplco, Mexico, reported to
the state department, as security for a
ransom of 15,000 pesos, created a stir
in officlal circles in Washington.
Lacking further information as to
what has huppened behind what 1s ap-
parently a rigid censorship at Tam-
pico, however, there was little to in-
dicate whelher the incident would
lead to any change of attitude here
toward the Obregon government imo
Mexico.

In fact, at the White House, it was
sald that relations between the United
Btates and Mexico were not llkely
to be affected in any way by the ban-
dit outbreak and the recent kidnap-
ping for ransom near Cuernavaco,
some 60 miles from Mexico City, of
Bruce Blelaski, formerly chief of the
bureau of Investigation of the depart-
ment of justice and more recently
ldentified with American oll interests
who have property in Mexico,

. Until it is known that the Incidents
are not a matter of domestic politics
In Mexico, concelved by enemios of
the Obregon government to embar-
rasg flts relatlons with the United
Btates, or untll that government has
been proved unequal to accord such
protection to Americans and (heir
property as the occaslon demands,
there appears to be no disposition
here to move in any other than a diplo-
matle way.

DBeyond a brief report staling that
in addition to the two score Ameri-
tan employes, a quarter of a milllon
dollarg’ worth of destructible property
of the Cortese Oll compuny was be-
Ing held as gecurity for the payment
demanded, no other word has reached
the state department concerning the
handit action in Tamplco.

The new situation in the ofl region
overshadowed for the moment the
seizure of Bruce Bielaskl. No word
has come from the embassy to show
progress of the efforts of the Mexican
faderal authorities to obtain the re-
lease of the captive. The delay
caused little surprige here, howevaer,
a8 the region I8 mountainows and ft
was recognized that the Mexican gov-
ernment must emove cautiously it
dealing with reckless outlaws In or
der that the life of the prisoner might
not he Jeopardized,

“The state of North Carolina will,
in all probability, show a smaller re-
duction in the amount of taxes col-
lected during the fiscal year ending
June 30, 1928, over the preceding year
than any district in the Unlted States,
declared Gilllam Grissom, United
States collector of internal revenue.
With a full week for the receipt
of belated returns, which always plle
up during the last days of the year,
the state Is now only $6,800,000 or
four and onehalf pér cent behind
the total of $124,000,000 collected du-
ring the past fiscal year,
Owing to the Increase in exemptions
under the present law, which ralsed
the exemption for a married man from
$2.000 to $2,600 and for .each child
from $200 to $400, the income taxes
have fallen off sharply, there having
been collected to date only $13,124,
120.72 trom this source as against $38,
'5638,871.14 for the previous year, or &
decrease of practically 10 per cent,
However, other southern states have
been reported as having decreases as
high as 60per cent, according to in-
formation reaching Collector Gris-
gom.
What North Carolina has lost Im
income taxes has been almost entire-
ly made up in Increases from taxes
on tobacco and on estates, of whick
scores have shown a marked increase
during the past year. By the time the
final collections are made for the fis-
cal year Colector Grissom estimates
that the amount collected will ba
more than $3,000,000 less than the
phenomenal total of $124,000,000 col-
locted last year when North Carolina
led the South, ranking close to the
top among all the gtates in the amount
contributed to the support of the fed:
eral government. 3
